4. With respect to claim 2, the applicant recites, "objects to be held in the magazine 
are paint containing bullets." Claimed elements that are "to be held" are not positively 
recited and, therefore, do not recite limiting structural features. 

5. With respect to claim 3, the device as disclosed by Kunimoto inherently performs 
the claimed functions. 

6. With respect to claims 5 and 6, Kunimoto discloses: 

g. a gas/accumulation chamber 33 

h. control valve 35.
